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NSC  Enrollment  Tops  4,000  Mark 
For  New  Ail-Time  Record  High 


When  registration  closed  at 
Northwestern  State  College,  the 
1964  fall  enrollment  figure  was 
4,278,  an  increase  of  14.5  per 
cent  over  the  comparable  1963 
figure,  according  to  Registrar 
Otis  R.  Crew.  This  incomplete 
figure  for  the  fall  semester  at 
the  historic  old  school  reveals  a 
growth  of  253  per  cent  during 
the  decade,  1954-64. 

The  total  registration  figure  is 
an  increase  of  542  students  over 
the  previous  fall  when  enrollment 
reached  its  all-time  high  of  3735. 
The  figure  for  the  current  semes- 
ter does  not  include  those  stu- 
dents who  enrolled  in  off-campus 
courses.  Of  the  total  number, 
2164  students  are  men  and  2114 
are  women. 

Graduate  enrollment  increased 
52  per  cent  over  the  previous  fall 
with  an  increase  of  165  students 
to  bring  the  total  graduate  en- 
rollment to  480.  This  is  the 
largest  enrollment  ever  recorded 
in  a  regular  semester  and  em- 
phasizes the  fact  that  the  Grad- 
uate School  has  enjoyed  a  steady 
growth  since  it  was  established 
in  1954. 

Breakdown  of  undergraduate 
schools  indicates  that  the  School 
of  Arts  and  Sciences — compris- 
ing the  departments  of  art, 
languages,  biological  sciences, 
physical  sciences,  microbiology, 
mathematics,  music,  and  social 
sciences  —  experienced  a  growth 
of  23  per  cent  for  a  total  en- 
rollment of  863. 

Other  undergraduate  school  en- 
rollments are:  School  of  Applied 
Arts  and  Sciences,  974;  Educa- 
tion, 1642;  and  Nursing,  319. 
Another  striking  comparison  is 
the  fact  that  the  enrollment  in 
the  School  of  Education  is  greater 
than  that  of  the  entire  College 
only  a  decade  ago. 


The  Student  Personnel  offices 
report  that  2693  students  are 
living  in  College  housing  facili- 
ties; 1390  are  men  and  1303 
women.  A  report  from  two  Col- 
lege dining  halls  reveals  that  a 
total  of  6702  meals  were  served 
to  NSC  students  Monday,  Oct.  28. 
Campus  Security  estimates  that 
approximately  423  faculty  and 
staff  members  and  1680  students 
have  registered  cars  for  campus 
use.

In  1912,  Prather  moved  to 
Southwestern  Louisiana  Institute 
in  Lafayette,  where  he  remained 
for  one  year. 

In  1913,  he  came  to  Northwest- 
ern, then  Louisiana  State  Nor- 
mal, where  he  remained  for  38 
years  as  a  coach — establishing  a 
record  for  coaching  tenure  at 
one  institution.  He  coached  all 
sports  for  approximately  20  years 
without  an  assistant. 

He  was  named  President  of 
Northwestern  Oct.  24,  1950,  and 
remained  until  his  retirement 
May  15,  1954. 

Honors  accorded  to  Prather 
were  numerous  and  varied.  He 
was  named  to  the  Helm's  Foun- 
dation Ail-American  Hall  of 
Fame  for  Basketball  and,  later, 
was  voted  into  the  Louisiana 
Sports  Hall  of  Fame.  The  NSC 
Alumni  Association  honored  him 
in  1963  by  naming  him  an  hon- 
orary member  at  the  annual 
luncheon  meeting. 

Prather  was  a  fine  teacher,  a 
disciplinarian,  and  had  great  in- 
fluence on  the  many  athletes  he 
coached. 

Survivors  included  Mrs.  Pra- 
ther; two  sons:  H.  Lee  Prather, 
Jr.,  of  Shreveport,  and  Wallace 
Prather  of  Newellton;  three 
daughters:  Mrs.  Stathum  Crosby 
of  Waterproof.  Mrs.  Rivers  Ne- 
som  of  Hammond,  and  Mrs. 
Charles  Barnette  of  Orlando, 
Fla.;  one  sister,  Mrs.  Carl  Fortney 
of  Downey,  Calif.;  11  grandchild- 
ren, and   7   great  grandchildren.
